WASHINGTON 
AWAITS 
ARRIVAL 
OF AMBASSADOR WILSON 
WITH EAGERNESS. 


Washington, July 17—The seusa- 
tional story that a foreign 
govern- 
government has asked this country 
what its course in Mexico will be and 
whether this government will be re­ 
sponsible for the outcome of the Mex­ 
ican situation was officially exploded 
today. 
The explanation which was vouch­ 
safed at the White House and at the 
State Department of the recent meet­ 
ing of diplomats in the City of Mex- 
, ico and of the alleged representations 
by a foreign country accounts for the 
calm view which the administration 
takes of the Mexican situation. 
The official view of the recent de­ 
velopments is that a few days ago 
four representatives of foreign gov­ 
ernments in he City of Mexico advis­ 
ed their respective governments of 
their impressions of the state of af^ 
fairs in that country, and that one 
of the governments so advised trans­ 
mitted to the American government 
the information given it by its Minis­ 
ter in Mexico. 
According to the official 
version, 
there was nb representations, no In- 


Minister in Mexico, yet the Ambassa­ 
dor failed to advise the department 
of this development 
From intimations from various of­ 
ficial aertfrces the impression is un­ 
avoidable that the darkness in 
the 
Mexican situation 
which 
President 
Wilson hopes to have dispelled by the 
personal conference with Ambassador 
Wilson relates not so much to the rev­ 
olutionary status in that troubled coun 
try as to points in the stewardship of 
Ambassador Wilson himself that re­ 
main to be cleared up. 
An effort to learn whether the Am­ 
bassador will return to Mexico after 
his conference with the President re­ 
sulted in the vague answer, “That de­ 
pends on the result of the conference 
It was also officially admitted that 
Bayard Hale, who is making newspa-* 
per investigations in Mexico is mak­ 
ing private and unofficial reports to 
President Wilson and has sent sev­ 
eral telegrams. 
The department of state today re­ 
ceived further detailed information as 
to the progress of the revolution. The 
Consul General at Tampico reports 
that he is in daily communication with 
Dario Sanchez and Otto Winters and 
everything is being done to hasten 
their liberation. Nothing, serious is 
proven against either, but the slow 
proceedings of a military court have 
occasioned delay. 
A report reaching City of Mexico is 
to the effect that the Carranzista army 
has been completely defeated in Coah- 
uila and a brother of the leader killed. 
From the south reports indicate im­ 
proved conditions continue to be re­ 
ceived. 
Dissensions are reported among the 
bands of marauders in the neighbor­ 
hood of Frontals, but the American 
plantations in the vicfnity have not as 
yet been molested. 
A telegram from Durango, dated 
July 9, has been received at the state 
Department indicating deplorable con­ 
ditions as a result of ‘the occupation 
of the city by the.revolutionary forces 
nnder Gen. Urbina. Citizens without 
distinction of nationality are 
being 
placed under arrest and held for ran­ 
som. Among these the archbishop is 
mentioned. 
The northern portion of the state 
of San Luis Potosi is reported in the 
possession of the revolutionists, in­ 
cluding control of the railroad to the 
north of Wadley.

Texas to Vote ca Amendments. 
Austin, Tex., July lh.—At a general 
election tomorrow several proposed 
amend mens to the Constitution of 
Texas will be submitted to the voters 
of the state for their adoption or re­ 
jection.
